Psychiatric  Nursing  Grant 

The  Department  of  Nursing  at  Avila  College 
has  been  awarded  a 5-year  training  grant  in 
psychiatric  nursing  from  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare.  It  totals 
$27,254  a year.  Included  in  the  grant  is  a 
mental  health  traineeship  to  be  awarded 
each  year  to  a student  who  has  the  ability 
and  the  desire  to  do  graduate  study  in 
psychiatric  nursing.  The  purpose  of  the  train- 
ing grant  is  to  identify  the  psychiatric  content 
threads  which  are  interwoven  in  the  total 
curriculum  and  to  assist  in  preparing  the 
student  to  apply  these  psychiatric  and  behav- 
ioral science  principles  creatively  in  any 
situation  where  nursing  is  practiced.
